DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 3-6, 8-22, and 25-27 (renumbered 1-22, respectively) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 3 and 15 are allowed because the closest prior art, Pathak et al. (Patent No.: US 
7,016,317), Naddell et al. (Patent No.: US 6,253,091), Rune et al. (Patent No.: US 6,901,057), 
and Milley et al. (Pub. No.: US 2002/0186676), either alone or in combination, fail to anticipate 
or render obvious a wireless mobile communications apparatus comprising a session manager 
including a resource controller, said resource controller for participating in wireless 
communication of communication information for use in deciding whether said wireless 
communication session will be established, wherein said information indicates whether a further 
wireless communication apparatus has objected to establishment of said wireless communication 
session as defined in the specification, in combination with all other limitations in the claim(s) as 
defined by applicant.
